cribihg a real estate development 
of one hundred small house lots 
and scores of intersecting streets 
criss-crossing the dunes and climb- 
ing the sides of Morse’s Mountain. 
“By extraordinary chance, few lots 
were sold and no building was 
done,” he said. 

For more than 20 years, 19 
members of the St. John Family 
in three generations have consult- 
ed naturalists and conservationists 
on the best way of preserving 
Morse’s Mountain and Seawall 
Beach area, The present proteec- 
tion plans, Mr. St. John said, 
“have been developed in close co- 
operation with the Nature Con- 
servancy and the Maine Coast 
Heritage Trust.” 

The Nature Conservancy, which 
has worked with the St. John 
Family for many years to achieve 
this goal, 1s a national land con- 
servation organization which has 
been involvéd in the preservation 
of over one million acres of land 
through 1500 separate projects. In 
Maine, over 10,000 acres have been 
preserved during the Chapter's 20 
year existance, Headquarters for 
the national organization are in 
Arlington, Va, with the Eastern 
Regional Offiee in Boston and the 
Maine Chapter office in Augusta,

Ag I turned to go down pond 
and then to cross, the air was 
keen but through hill and valley 
every breeze had sunk to rest. 

Passing beneath an arching 
bireh, I climbed the bank to the 
road and home until another day 
when I hope to fo deeper within 
the swamp where the trees will 
be embossed with lustrous pearls 
rairents of a queen.

PART TIME DEGREE STATUS 
NOW A REALITY AT UMF 


Part-time degree status, with ac- 
companying benefits is now a re- 
ality for those who cannot pursue 
a fulldime program at the Unl- 
versity of Maine at Tarmington, 
according to Dr. Dick CG. Rice, 
view president for academic af- 
fairs. 


The announcement is seen as 
significant for many students who, 
because of a job and family re- 
sponsibilities, have had limited 
anecess to higher education oppor- 
tunities In the past. “Many fine, 
highly motivated adult learners 
have been discouraged because 
they have been able to take cour: 
ses only on a pleeemeal basis 
through our Continuing Education 
department," said J. Anthony Me- 
Laughlin, dircetor of admissions 
at UME, "Now they will be able 
to have faculty advisement, plan 
a sequential course of study lead: 
ing to a depree and have all the 
other benefits formerly reserved 
for full-time students.” 


Chief among these benefits is 
equal aceess with fulldime stu. 
dents 4o courses offered either In 
the daytime or at night, MeLaugh- 
in said, noting that In the past 
CED students could sign up for 
courses only on a space-available 
basts. Also, with no faculty ad 
visement, many partatadents were 
{aking courses whieli were not, 
eventually, applicable to a denree. 


The new parttime depres status 
rues into effect immediately, Me- 
Laughlin said, noting that anyone 
wishing to take from one credit 
houe to eleven is eligible to ap- 
ply.

Intaraucn of All Kinds 
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PAOST ALIENS MUST REPORT 
ADDRESSES. IN JANUARY 

The annual alien address report 
program usually causes o sharp 
rise in the number of applica- 
tions for naturalization according 
to Arthur A. Poulin, Jr., District 
Director of the Maine District, 
United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

The Immigration and Natlonali- 
ty Act requires all aliens in the 
United States, with few excep. 
tions, to report their addresses 
each January. Throughout the 
United States, almost 30% more 
appHeations for naturalization are 
received during the months of 
January, February and March 
than are received during other 
months, Mr. Poulin attributes this 
sudden rise to the Alien Address 
Report Program. 

Aviens not required to make 
this report are diplomats and those 
persons accredited to certain in- 
ternational organizations,

Post Offices and offices of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service during the month of Jan- 
vary. Mr. Poulin indicated that 
aliens desiring information con- 
cerning Naturalization, or similar 
matters, may optain the necessary 
forms or information at an office 
of the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service where personnel 
trained in these fields are avail- 
able to answer inquiries, 

Aliens who obtain an Address 
Reports form at a Post Office 
must affix a postage stamp to the 
completed form and place the 
form in a mail box. 

At this time all aliens in the 
United States as well ag any 
prospective employer of an allen 
who is in the United States, are 
also placed on notice that the 
issuance of a Social Security Ac- 
count Card to an alien is not evi- 
denee of legal permission from 
the government for the alien to be 
employed in the United States, 
AS a general rule, only those 
aliens who have heen lawfully ad- 
mitted to the. United States for 
permanent residence (lawfully re- 
sident immigrants) may work in 
the United States. However, cer: 
tain alicns who have been ad- 
mitted for a temporary stay in the 
United States (non-immigrants), 
but who in unusual emergency 
situations have received written 
permission from the Iminigration 
and Naturalization Service may 
aceept employment in the United 
States, 

Any other allen working in the 
United. States in violation of law 
is subject to certain penalitics 
established by the Immigration 
and Nationality Act, including re: 
quired departure from the United 
States. 

Therefore, any alien, employer 
of allens, or prospective employer 
of aliens, having questions con- 
eerning the legal right of aliens 
to be employed in the United 
States should consult with the 
nearest office of the U. 8, Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service,
